THE SNY LEVEE GIVES WAY AT TURKEY 
FOOT. ‘ 


The Fertile Valley for Miles Completely Sub- 
merged—Farmers and Householders Re- 
moving Their Ss&teck—Enormeous Loss 


Alexandria—Over: 80,000 Acres ot Rich 
Land in the Vicinity Inundated—The In- 
dian Grave Levee Near Quincy, III., 
Breaks. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., May 14.—The Sny Levee 
succumbed to the pressure of the mighty Mis- 
sissippi River at an early hour this morning, 
and gave way ata point at the foot of Mur- 
phy’s Bay, known as ‘‘Turkey-foot,’’ about 
eight miles above this city. The watchman 
hastened here to report the break and to warn 
the cattle-owuers to make haste to get their 
stock out of the bottom. An opening 100 
yards wide was madeand is enlarging as 
the vast volume of water rushes 
through with 4 loud roar and is 
rapidly inundating that fertile valley and 


driving the farmers from their homes to seek 
safety on the blaffs. Some idea can be formed 
of the damage to resnit from this inundation 
when it is consideredthat the Sny Valley ex- 
tends from afew miles below this city to a 
point opposite Hannibal, with an average 
width of five miles and possessing as rich soll 
as there is in the State of Illinois. Since the 
break of 1861 the levee wasso repaired as to 
inspire confidence again, and many new farm- 
houses were built and thousands of acres 
cultivated. There never was a better 
prospect for a large yield of wheat and corn 
than before the present catastrophe, all of 
which will be swept away by the flood, except 
that fortunately situated on the higher 
"ground. Although great anxiety has existed 
for some days over the safety of the levee,and 
many people took advantage of leaving with 
their focks and herds, still the greater part 
remained. inspired with hope until the waters 
came, and there will no doubt be suffering and 
loss of stock and probably life.

Wasureros, D. O., May 14.—The statement 
that Senator Stanford was in the presidential 
field in a modest way, was recently published 
with all the outward signs of authenticity. 
The fact is that Senator Stanford says the 
whole thing is ridiculous, that he is not a candi- 
date, never was a candidate, and does not 
want to be considered asa candidate. The 
Senator has received a great many letters 
every day, giving him advice and encourage- 
ment, suggesting the proper wires that need- 
ed pulling, proffering assistance in a thousand 
ways, and all containing words of encourage- 
ment.

Those that 
come from personal friends and are, there- 
fore, kindly meant, and minus the financial 
proposition are answered by the Senator ina 
short note saying that he is not and will not 
be acandidate. The Senator’s mail now be- 
gins to contain so many letters on the subject 
of the Presidency that he is about to pre- 
pare a printed form to be sent 
in return merely acknowledging ‘receipts. 


The character of the letters with which Sena- 

tor Stanford’s mail has been lumbered shows 

what an awful deluge of financial schemes 

would fall upon the head of an aspiring politi- 

cian so very wealthy as the California Senator. 
A BOOM WORKER'S SCHEME. 

One man of Brooklyn writes a letter, nine 
closely written pages, making numerous sug- 
gestions as tothe manner in which the pres!- 
dential boom should be worked. Good advice 
is given in detail and as an evidence that it is 
good advice the writer says that he was in like 
communication with Blaine just before he 
was nominated. The Brooklyn citizen closes 
his letter with the assurance that he knows 
New York State like a book from Chautauqua 
to Montauk Point, and would be very giad, on 
receipt of the proper credentials, to start out 
onatourof the country in the interest of 
Senator Stanford just to see how the land lies. 

Another man, a citizen of standing and in-

A DAY’S DISASTER. 


WRECKING OF THE “THUNDERBOLT” 
TRAIN BY AN EXPLOSION. 


The Scene of the Disaster at Fountain, Colo. 
Two Men and a Woman Killed—Depot 
and Dwellings Demolished — Fiends 
Wreck a Train on the Reading Road—One 
of the Trainmen Killed and Several Seri- 
ously Injured—Twe Men Drowned—Cas- 
ualties, 


DENVER, Colo., May 14,11 a. m.—News has 
reached here that the ‘‘Thunderbolt’’ on the 
Santa Fe Railroad collided with a freight train 
near Fountain, this morning at6o’clock. A 
car of powder inthe freight exploded, com- 
pletely wrecking both trains and instantly 
killing ten people and wounding many more. 
No particulars as yet. 

LATER PARTICULARS. 

Later advices from Fountain, the scene of 
the Santa Fe Railroad accident, state that 
Train No. 7, known as the ‘‘Thunderbolt,’’ 
arrived at Fountain at 2:41 a. m., and had 
only been standing a few minutes, when a 
caboose and some cars, the brakes of which 
had got loose in some way, ran down froma 
side track and struck the train 
with terrific force. One car was loaded with 
naphtha, which exploded, throwing the 
oil over everything and setting the train on 
fire. The trainmen shoved the uninjured cars 
back from the wreck and were trying to save 
the depot, when it was discovered that two 
cars were standing on the main track that 
were not wrecked. The nearest oné was 
burning and was tagged powder. Shortly 
afterward the car exploded, completely de- 
molishing the depot, several well- 
ings and a number of cars. One 
dwelling and the depot were con- 
sumed. Three persons, one woman and two 
men, were killed by the explosion, and some 
twelve or fifteen persons were wounded, none 
very seriously. here is a hole in the ground 
where the cars stood about 30 feet in diameter 
and 15 feet deep. Twocars were burned and 
sixteen, together with the locomotive, were 
more or less wrecked. It is supposed that 
tramps let off the brakes from the Car. ‘

When the engine 
struck the frog it bounded up and off the 
track, and plunged headiong down a twenty- 
foot embankment, and was followed by the 
two cars. Engineer Houghton of Maha- 
noy City was. sealded and crushed 
to death in his cab. Fireman John Welsh 
also Mahanoy City, was badly scalded, had 
his leg cut off and arm broken, and may not 
live.

Tur concessions obtained from the Bell 
Telephone Co. by the city of Rochester, 
N. Y., after a strike which has continued 
since November, 1886, are of interest to 
the people of St. Louis just now. The 
pending suite are discontinued at the 
company’s cost. It agrees to put its wires 
under ground asrapidly as possible, sub- 
stituting conduits for poles at the rate of 
at least balf a mile a year, and to fur- 
nish the city, free of charge, as much 
space asit may need for its wires on the 
top cross-arms of the poles, or space for 
100 wires in underground conduits, be- 
sides giving the city satisfactory security 
against all possible damage caused by 
underground work or by poles or wires 
inany way or manner. The toll system 
is abolished and the following flat rates 
agreed upon, not to be increased for five 
years: For business stations on single 
lines $64 per year, on combination lines 
$57; for doctors and lawyers on single 
lines $4, on combination lines $46; for 
residences on single lines $45, on combina- 
tion lines $40, with mileage at the rate per 
mile of 20 per annum beyond one mile, 
except on combination lines, where each 
subscriber shall be entitled to one mile. 
Subscribers are to have special or com- 
bination lines at their option.

A SHOCKING TRAGEDY. 


Two Women Brutally Murdered and Their 
Bodies Cremated. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPaTcnu. 

POTTSVILLE, Pa., May 14.—A shocking trag- 
edy occurred yesterday afternoon at ‘‘Bushy 
Tract,’’ near Middleport, eight miles east of 
this city, where there lived a,Polish miner 
named Anthony Putiavish with his wife anda 
young country woman named Mary Keith. Put 
Javish,together with several Poles who board- 
ed with him,are miners employed atthe Big 
Vein colliery, about a half mile distant. When 
they returned trom work on Saturday evening 


they found the house a heap of smoking ruins, 
and among the embers the charred remains 
ofthetwo women. 

There is no doubt that the fire was an incen- 
diary act designed to cover an atrocious 
double murder. An axe which Putlavish left 
at some distance from the house in the morn- 
ing was found beside one of the badies and a 
neighbor living halte mile distant, who was 
attracted by the smoke, and who was first to 
reach the scene, says that when 
he arrived he plainly saw the body of 
one ofthe women lying just inside the door 
with blood flowing froma gash in the head. 
There was between $800 and $1,000 in money 
in the house, and it is supposed that robbery 
Was the incentive of the murder and arson. 
The excitement is intense, but as yet no clue 
has been obtained to the authors of the horri- 
bie crime, though suspicion attaches to one 
ofthe boarders, who has disappeared.
